Washington, January 21.—The army ap- 
propriation bill wag under consideration 
in committee of the whole today for tive 
hours, most of which time was given to 
a general discussion of the tiri®% ques- 
tion.

Mr. Payne asserted that the nrice of

BAD RAIN STORM 
IN SOUTHWEST 


Tornadoes in Western Texas. 
University Building Un- 
roofed at Austin. 


Memphis, Tenn., January 21.—A very 
severe rain and electrical storm prevailed 
this afternoon and tonight throughout 
the southern and southwestern 
states, seriously crippling telegraphic ser- 
vice and swelling streams beyond their 
banks. The storm at midnight is cen- 
tral over the Mississippi delta region. 
All telegraph wires are interrupted to 
that territory and it is feared that other 
damage has occurred. 

Reports from Texas gtate that winds, 
assuming proportions of a tornado, swept 
from the mountain ranges to the west 
this afternoon.

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CONFERENCE ADJOURRS 
AFTER FULL DELIBERATION 


Committee of Six Is Appointed To 
Draft and Report to the Synods 
a General Plan of Combi- 
nation of Two Big 
Eeminaries. 


The great Presbyterian university will 
be founded in Atlanta, 

The special conference, in which the 
synods of seven states were represented, 
by a vote of 15 to 3, has so recommended 
and the prevailing opinion of the con- 
is that the Presbyterians of the 
south will abide by the action of the con- 
ference. 


ferees 


By an overwhelming vote it was deter- 
mined yesterday afternoon to recommend 
the consolidation of Columbia Theological 
university, at Columbia, 8S. C., and the 
Southwestern Presbyterian university, at 
Clarksville, Tenn., in one larger educa- 
tional institution here In Atlanta. 


Plan of Combination. 

A committee was appointed to draft 
and submit a plan of combination, to be 
suggested to the various state synods, 
and last night by another overwhelming 
vote this plan was adopted, the confer- 
ence in so doing recommending that all 
the synods concerneé appoint, at their 
next meetings, members of a provisional 
board of trustees for the new university. 

A minority report was offered by three 
members of the conference, Dr. W. McF. 
Alexander, of New Orleans, the cheir- 
man; D. W. Pines and A. J. MekKavy. 
who were the only ones voting against 
the recommendations finally made by the 
conference. 

After extending a vote of thanks to the 
people of Atlanta, the chamber of com- 
merce and the Agnes Scott institute the 
conference adiourned sine dle, leaving 
the ultimate fate of the university project 
in the hands of seven synods. No fur- 
ther action can be taken until the synods 
meet next fall, but all the advantages 
are with the university movement. 

When the conferees assembled at the 
Central Presbyterian church at 2:30 
o'clock yesterday afternoon the repre- 
sentatives from the synods of South 
Carolina, Alabama, Florida and Georgia 
met together to consider the combination 
with regard to the interests of Columbia 
university and the representatives of the 
synods of Louisiana, Mississippi and Ala- 
bama met to discuss the matter from 
the standpoint of the Southwestern Pres- 
byterian university. In both these meet- 
ings it was decided to recommend the 
consolidation in the proposed Atlanta uni- 
versity. 

A Victory Is Scored. 

The champions of the proposal to re- 
move Columbia Theological seminary and 
the Southwestern Presbyterian university 
from their present locations and to merge 
them into one college to be situated in 
Atlanta scored a distinct victory in the 
meetings of the members of the confer- 
ence yesterday morning. 

The first meeting was held at 9:30 
o'clock and all the members of the con- 
ference were present. At this meeting 
the partial report prepared and adopted 
by the Columbia wing of the commission, 
favoring the proposed 
read. It was as follows: 


From the consideration of the papers 
Submitted to the committee and the 
reports of the secretary and treasurer, 
it appears: 

|. That the property of the Colum- 
bla university is valued at about $296,- 
707.70, of which $226,707.70 is an en- 
dowment fund, and 

2. That there are no potent legal 
objections to a removal of this amount 
to any place where the purposes of 
the seminary may be accomplished. 
After this report had been read the 

conference adjourned for the morning in 
order to allow the Clarksville wing to 
meet and formulate some report. No 
further action was to be taken until this 


wing had decided on some course. 
Louisiana Is Opposed. 

wo speakers from Loulsiana made ad- 
dresses Opposing the removal, while rep- 
resentatives of both Alabama and Missis- 
sippi spoke in favor of it. It appears 
at the present time that Alabama and 
Mississippi are in favor of the movement, 
while Tennessee and Louisiana are op- 
posed. Tennessea is, however, not a mem- 
ber of the conference, thus reducing the 
opposition to Louisiana. Still, 1t is prob- 
able that the three members from each 
of these three synods are divided on the 
matter. 

Dr. W. M. Alexander and D. W. Pipes, 
of Loulsiana, spoke in opposition, advanc- 
ing the same arguments which have been 
previously used. They argued tnat it 
was a breach of faith to the inhabitants 
of Clarksville, and would do great dam- 
age to that city and to the surrounding 
territory. They advanced the plea that 
Clarksville was entitled to the univéggity 
on account of the fact that this city has 
contributed the sum of $50,000 to the sup- 
por of the college in return for the free 
tuition of ten students each year. They 
stated that the removal of the college 
from Clarksville would be both an im- 
moral and illegal act. They also said 
that the decline of students in the univer, 
sity was due to the agitation of a univer- 
sity in Atlanta.

6701000 A YEAR 
MADE BY MACHEN 


Although his Salary Was: Only 
$8000 a Year 


Washington, January 2!1.—An interest- 
ing incident in the trial of August W. 
Machen, the Groff Bros., and the Lorenzs 
on an indictment charging conspiracy 
to defraud the government in connection 
with the sale of letter box fasteners, cam» 
today just before the usual hour for 
adjournment 

Throughout the day bank officials had 
been on the stand testifying concerning 
various checks and drafts which passed 
between D. B. Groff and Martha J. 
Lorenz and George E. - Lorenz and 
Machen. After J. W. Herring, cashier 
of the Union national bank of Westmin- 
ster, M@., had told of the various trans- 


actions of Machen with his bank, Mr. 
Taggart. assistant district attorney, of- 
fered in evidence the transcript of 
Machen’'s entire dealings with that insti- 
tution, to the admission of which Charles 
A. Douglass objected. 

Taking up the document Holmes Con- 
rad, special counsel for the government, 
contended that the evidence was admis- 
sible, and remarked that in looking over 
it appeared that by strict economy 
Machen ona salary of $3,500 a year had 
managed to make $20,000 a year. This 
brought forth a storm of protest from 
counsel for the defense, who appealed 
to the court to let the defendant Machen 
be tried on only one charge at a time. 
In the midst of the argument an adjourn- 
ment was taken until tomorrow. 

Several bank officers were examined 
as to the payments by D. B. Groff to the 
Lorenzs and payments by George E. Lo- 
renz to Machen. 

J. W. Herring, cashier of the TUnton 
national bank of Westminster, Md., ident- 
ified several New York drafts of Dr. 
Lorenz to Machen which had been de- 
posited and credited to Machen’s account 
with the bank, and also a letter from 
Machen dated January 23, !900, Indors- 
ing a sight draft on George E. Lorenz 
for $1.03!, which was forwarded to To- 
ledo for collectiun. 

In the ceurse of the testimony yester- 
day it was brought out that among the 
checks sent by D. Groff to Martha 
J. Lorenz was one for $2,062, and the 
government today sought to show that 
about that time Machen drew the sight 
draft on George E. Lorenz for the $1.03! 
or one-half the amount of the check. 
Several similar transactions were set 
forth, the witness giving the dates and 
amounts of the various draft deposits 
by Machen. 

Affidavits were today presented to the 
court alleging that Postoffice Inspectors 
Mayer and Gregory approached witnesses.

FIGHTING FEVER IN MEXICO. 


Surgeon General Wyman Secures Aid 
of Government. 
Washington, January 2!.—Surgeon Gen- 
eral Wyman. of the public health and 
marine hospital service, today returned 
from Mexico. where he secured the co- 
operation of that government in meas- 
ures intended to prevent the recurrence 
of epidemics in the vellow fever region. 
Mr. Wyman says that with the inforc?- 
ment during the winter of precautions 
agreed on the recrudesctnce of yellow 
fever in the summer and autumn may 
be prevented. These measures include 
the drainage of places, fumigation of 
houses where the fever has prevailed or 
has been suspected and the oiling of 
breeding places of mosquitos. The Mex!i- 
ean government has undertaken these 
steps at Vera Cruz, Tampico and all 
cities on the railroad from those ports 

to ‘the United States border.

‘‘and I intend to treat the question from 
tbe moral side. I belleve that moral 
questions are to be decided by each of 
us in the sight of God. The legal aspect 
has been thoroughly discussed and it has 
been decided that !t fs legal. 

“The primary purpose of each of these 
doners to the Clarksville university Was 
that of furthering the education OL 
young men of the Presbyterian denom!- 
nation. ‘This was I believe the idea in 
the mind of the trustees of Stewart 
college when they donated land to us. 
There was also a secondary motive in 
the gift of the Clarksville citizens, 
namely the aid and ‘mprovement of 
Clarksville and surrounding territory. 
When these two, the primary and tile 
secondary motives, come into conflict, it 
is my opinion that the primary takes 
precedence, 

“If the removal of the 
Atlanta conduces more to the education 
of the young men of this country, then I 
say that it is both immoral and illegal 
for us to leave it where it is. For if it 
dies at Clarksville, as seems likely from 
the statistics from 1898 to 1903, we will 
have defeated our own purpose.”’ 

Dr. Little now took up each donation 
and examined the motives of the doners, 
commenting on each one. Then he gave 
two illustrations of similar establishments 
of Presbyterian universities and thelr 
Sequent removals, arguing that no ques- 
tion of immorality was raised. In the 
case of the donation given by the city of 
Clarksville he showed that the only pro- 
vision made by the city was tat the 
college should educate free each year ten 
students from Clarksville, and this he 
Stated could still be done with the uni- 
versity located at Atlanta, 

After the conclusion of his speech, 
Judge John Miller, of Alabama, moved 
that a committee of one be appointed by 
the chairman to formulate some report 
on the question of removal in order that 
the committee could have something 
defiinite to discuss. Tie motion was con- 
sidered, adopted, and Judge Miller ap-

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RUSSIA MUST YIELD 
TO VERY UTTERMOST 


Japan Will Hot Be Said 
~ Unless All Her Demands 
Are Granted 


JAPAN READY TO FIGHT 
AND WILL NOT DISARM 


Unless Absolutely Convinced That 
Her Rights Will Be Safeguarded. 
At All Capitals, However, 

It’s Believed Peace Is 
Assured. 


Tokio, January 21.—The growing belief 

, that a peaceful settlement of existing 

international difficulties will eventually 

‘be attained has served to strengthen the 

financial markets and stocks are ad- 
vancing on the local exchange. 

The government, which has so far not 
recéiyed any communication from Rus- 
sia, remains silent awaiting a formal re- 
sponse to its last note. The mere ac- 
ceptance of Japan’s proposals will not 
suffice. Japan will unquestionably insist 
upon some definite plan of action besides 
mere promises, including a reduction of 
the Russian fleet in Japanese waters. 

The government of Japan has expended 
@ large amount of money in preparation 
for war, and is now ready to fight, and 
is naturally unwilling to disarm, unless 
absolutely convinced that her rights will 
be safeguarded. 


Delcasse Working for Peace. 

Paris, January 2!.—Ambassador Porter 
called at the foreign office today and 
held a conference of three-quarters of an 
hour with Foreign Minister Delcasse. 
There is reason to believe that the call 
had no special significance, but it af- 
forded an opportunity to thoroughly go 
over the Russo-Japanese crisis. 

Dr. Motono, the Japanese minister, 
called sfiortly before General Porter and 
had a long talk with M. Delcasse. The 
latter continues to exert his influenze 
for the maintainance of peace. His talk 
with Dr. Motono brings out the tmpartial 
course France is pursuing, as the for- 
eign minister is urging both sides to con- 
sider the horrors of war and to seek 
every: means to avert an international 
tragedy. Among the points referred to 
during the talk was American civil war, 
which at one period cost $4,000,000 per 
day, involved 3,000,000 men and left 
countless widows and orphans. 

M. Delcasse’s recommendations to Rus- 
sia are considered as having great 
weight. Besides having tended strongly 
to peace the recommendations are some- 
what specific as to the means of per- 
mitting an adjustment honorable to both 
sides. Among the diplomats M. Delcasse 
is referred to as being the most sagacious 
foreign minister {n Europe. Therefore, 
his counsels to Russia are considered like- 
ly to exercise a strong and perhaps de- 
cisive effect. These representations have 
been in progress for the last five days, 
and ag M. Delcasse continues strongly 
hopeful if is the general conclusion that 
his hopefulness has the soHd basis of 
information from the highest Russian 
sources.

Steal Express Safe Said fo 
Contain $80,000 


Safe Taken from Sunset Limited in 
California—Theft of the Strong 
Box a Surprise to the Ex- 
press Messenger. 


San Francisco, January 2!.—Train rob- 
bers stole the iron safe from the express 
car of the Sunset limited, northbound, on 
the Southern Pacific railway, near San 
Luis Obispo, today, and it is understood 
the robbers secured a large amount of 
treasure from the stolen strong box, the 
sum being placed as high as $80,000. 
This, however, is denied at the office of 
Wells-Fargo & Co. The Sunset limited 
was traveling in two sections and it was 
in one of the express cars of the second 
section that the robbery occurred. 

The express messenger, T. Sullivan, had 
two cars to look after, and shortly after 
the train left San Luis Obispo and while 
it was nearing San Marquerote, he dis 
covered the loss of the safe. He had 
beén working in,the forward express car 
and as soon as he went to the rear he 
made the astounding discovery that the 
safe had been wrenched from the corner 
of the car, where it had been secured 
by heavy steel bars, and carried away. 
The messenger immediately gave the 
warning. The train was stopped and 
word was wired along the line to look out 
for the robbers. The train reached this 
city today and detectives were at once 
sent to the scene of the robbery. 

The safe was found today in the rough 
lands along the track. It had been rifled 
of everything except a valuable diamond 
and some valuable papers. Notwith- 
standing the express people’s statements 
that there was little of value in the safe, 
it is stated that one package sent from 
Santa Barbara was worth about $1,500. 

The Wells-Fargo officers say there was 
two safes in the train, one of which is 
a depository for local valuables, which, 
locked at New Orleans, the other being 
they assert, seldom contains more than 
$1,500. It was the latter safe that was 
stolen. : 


TRAIN’S BRAIN VERY HEAVY. 


It Showed No Signs of Withering, 
Doctors Say. 

New York, January 2!.—Thousands of 
persons, many of them children, have 
viewed the remains of George Francis 
Train, which are lying in state in a mort- 
uary chapel, from which the funeral will 


take place. 

Scientists, with the consent of Mr. 
Train’s relatives, have removed the brains 
for the purpose of analyzing them. The 
organ was found to be remarkably heavy 
and showed no signs of withering, as is 
usual in persons of his age. It weighed 
53.8 ounces and ranks, according to med- 
ical records, twenty-seventh in the list of 
brain weights of 106 world famous men. 
This is six ounces more than the average.

hela and Alleghany rivers began to meet 
the impending danger, which it was as- 
serted at the weather bureau tonight 
nothing could stop. The river railroads 
and river interests are also preparing 
and were tonight removing such property 
as would be damaged by water and ice. 

The snow which is hoiding back the 
rain that has fallen is rapidly disappear- 
ing, and the expected cold wave has 
been diverted to the northward.

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GEORGIA SEED 
SENT TO TEXAS 


Lone Star Farmers Wish to 
Get Rid of Boll 
Weevil. 


Athens, Ga., January 2].—(Special.)— 
Yesterday six car loads of seed for the 
cotton section of Texas that was déevas- 
tated by the boll weevil last year were 
shipped from Athens by buyers at this 
point. This was simply one of the nu- 
merous shipments that have been made 
recently and that will continue to be 
made unti] enough seed from Georgia and 
a few other states in this latitude are 
shipped to give the farmers enough to 
plant their next crop of cotton. 

In the decision of the government ex- 
perts to take this step, the advice of 
Captain J. H. Rucker, of this city, had 
much weight. Captain Rucker some 
months since wrote to the government 
authorities in regard to the boll weevil 
pest in Texas, and volunteered the in- 
formation that the best way to get rid 
of him was to steal a march on him 
by planting seed that would mature the 
bolls before the time of year when the 
weevil makes his appearance in Texas. 
Captain Rucker cited the experience of 
his father, who, when he had a short 
corn crop, would send to Maryland for 
seeg corn for the next crop, knowing 
that seed from a more northerly section 
would mature in Georgia a great deal 
earlier than the Georgia seed. And in 
this respect he was always right. 5o 
Captain Rucker believed the boll weevil 
could be headed off by planting Georgia 
seed, which would mature three weeks 
sooner than the Texas seed and thus 
have the mature bolls before the weevil 
camg on the scene, 

This idea struck the government au- 
thorities and as a result the seed for the 
entire section that was afflicted by the 
boll weevil last year will come from 
Georgia and other neighboring states. 
This is the first stipment that has gone 
out from Athens, but others will fol- 
low. 

A great deal of the finest seed In the 
country has been saved up in this sec- 
tion and a considerahle portion of it 
will go to the Texas farmers to help 
them fight the boll weevil pest. 


Conspiracy Prisoners Bonded. 


Columbus, Ga., January 21.—(Special.)— 
United States Commissioner Brown to- 
day decided to assess bail in the cases of 
J. T. Peterman and John Bateman, Téy- 
lor county citizens, who were arrested by 
revenue officers charged with conspiracy. 

Bateman’s bond was fixed at $500; Pe- 
terman’s at $1,000. Both men are al- 
ready under two bonds of $200 each on 
a Se charges, making their to- 
tal bonds $900 and $1,400, respectively.

Adamson § Wants to Broaden 


the Commerce Act 


Important Amendments Proposed by 
the Georgian in the Interest of 
the Public—Power Is 
Given To Change the 
Rates. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, January 2!.—(Special.)— 
Judge Adamson has fmtroduced an import- 
ant bill designed to strengthen the hands 
of the interstate commerce commission. 
As a member of the house committee on 


interstate and foreign commerce Judge | 


Adamson has been a strong supporter of 
the commission and an earnest advocate 
af the necessity to giving it greater pow- 
or, especially some power to enforce its 
findings, which it does not seem to have 
now. To secure this he has introduced a 
bill broad in its scope and age which is 
eure to excite widespread public inter- 
est. 

.The bill, as he has explained it to me, 
is intended to put beyond dispute the ap- 
plication of the provisions of the act to 
regulate commorce to all interstate com- 
mérce carried over all rail or part water 
and part rai) lines. Section ! of the 
present law contains the following phrase: 
“Under a common control, management 
or arrangement for a continuous carriage 
or shipment.”” It has frequently been 
contended that this operates as a limita- 
tion upon jurisdiction and in some cases, 
particularly in the filing of annual reports 
by carriers operating roads wholly within 
a state, the court has held that the car- 
rier was not subject to the law. There 
has been difficulty with water lineg car- 
rying freight shipped over their lines and 
connecting railway lines, the water line 
contending that it is not subject to the 
law and not required to publish the 
through tariffs. The commission has rec- 
ommended substantially this change In 
geveral of its annual reports. It may be 
that the amendment now proposed will 
apply to express companies and others 
engaged by contract with the railway 
companies in transportation over the rail- 
way lines. While it is to some extent 
{mportant that such companies and their 
business be made subject to the law, the 
particular object of the amendment is as 
above stated. 

To Prevent ‘‘Midnight Tariffs.” 

‘Phe, second section of the bill,’ said 
in explaining his bill, 
“extends tlie time for which notice of 
changes in fates must be given to thirty 
days, with a proviso that the commissioin 
may, for good cause shown, upon special 
application, allow a particular rate to be 
changed upon‘ shurter notice. The law 
now provides that ten days’ notice of ad- 


‘wances and three days’ notice of reduc- 
‘ tions shall be given. The necessity for 


increasing the time of notice for changes 
fn rates arises from the disposition on

the part of carriers, especially during 
times of sparse traffic and severe compe- 
tition, to extend favore in rates through 
rate changes occomplished in the shortest 
possible time. Tariffs containing these 
rate changes are sometimes called ‘“‘mid- 
night tariffs.”” A reduction can be made 
within three days and such re@uction may 
have been agreed upon between the rall- 
Way manager and the favored shipper 
several weeks in advance. Immediate 
notice of increage in the rate can be giv- 
en and such increase can be made effective 
within ten days. The result is that com- 
petitors of the favored shipper are lim- 
ited to that time to make their con- 
tracts and shipments in competition with 
a shipper who had private notice of the 
reduced rate for a much lenger period. 
It is believed that many favors which 
were obtainable through sea@ret rates 
prior to the Elkins law may now -be se- 
cured through changes in the open tariffs. 
The conimission recommended in its eley- 
enth annual report that the time of giv- 
ing notice for rate changes be made 
sixty days. This amendmént makes the 
time thirty days. The provision that the 
Commission may allow changes in- a par- 
ticular rate upon shorter notice for good 
cause shown would, it is believed. prevent 
any hardship to shippers; and the amend- 
ment would certainly conduce greatly tu 
bring about much __ greater stability in 
transportation rates and freedom from 
unjust discrimination. 


Uniformity of Classification. 

Another provision in this section of the 
bill provides a forfeiture for enforcing 
tariffs not published or filed, or joint 
tariffs not concurred in by all carriers 
named as parties thereto. In general 
terms, this has been recommended by the 
commission, and the necessity for such a 
provision is obvious: 

This section also permits the commis- 
sion to prescribe the form, contents and 
arrangements of rate schedules. The act 
now permits the commission to prescribe 
the form, but it is believed that this 
authority should extend to the contents 
and arrangement of the schedules as well. 
This hag been recommended by the com- 
mission. In the same connection this sec- 
tion permits the commission to make or- 
ders with a view of securing uniformity 
in freight classification. Uniformity in 
classification has been frequently recom- 
mended by the commission. The use of 
rate schedules containing concise and 
easily understood provisions and regula- 
tions is contemplated under the present 
law, which requires that the carriers 
shall post their tariffs in such form that 
they may be conveniently inspected by 
the public, but the tariffs are very often 
so complex that even an expert finds it 
difficult to interpret them. The simplifi- 
cation of these rate schedules is a neces- 
sity. The commission may have authority 
to require this under the present law, but 
there can be no objection in a bill of 
this kind to conferring specific authority 
in that respect. 

The Anti-Trust Law. 

“The first part of section three provides 
that the commission may inquire into the 
lawfulness of advances in rates which 
have been announced by previous no- 
tice, which. under this bill, must be given 
for thirty days,”’ continued Judge Adam- 
son. “There is much doubt whether the 
commission can at the present time in- 
vestigate a rate which has not come 
fully into effect. Such doubt is removed 
by this provision, 

“The second part of this section au- 
thorizes the commission to inquire into 
and determine whether the anti-trust law 
has been violated by carriers in the estab- 
lishment or enforcement of tra ta- 
tion rates or practices, and that any 
increase in rates or any discrimination or 
prejudice resulting from such violation 
of the anti-trust law shall be unlawful 
This provision has never been recom- 
mended by the commission, but I believe 
that it would very greatly aid effective 
railway regulation. Carriers may com- 
bine and act in violation @ the anti-trust 


law and the courts may hold that such.

combination ig in restraint of trade under 
the anti-trust law, and unlawful, but 
there is nothing to prevent the rates 
established by such carriers acting in 
violation of the anti-trust law from re- 
maining in effect, although the establish- 
ment of such rates was the prime object 
of the unlawful combination. When the 
Joint Traffic Association was held to be 
unlawful there was no reduction in rates 
on that account. Advances in rates made 
through changes in the official classifica- 
tion on January !, 1900, on about 800 
articles of freight with the avowed pur- 
pose of increasing revenue, were brought 
about through the concerted action of the 
carriers. 

“Under this proposed provision the com- 
mission could have determined whether 
such concerted action by the carriers was, 
in violation of the anti-trust law, and if 
it so found the advanced rate would, 
under this provision, have been unlawful. 
I believe that it would prove to be the 
most effective means of restraining ex- 
cessive railway rates, and that it would 
result in great benefit to the public. 
absurd that while the act by which rates 
are advanced by wholesale in this man- 
ner, under one law is a crime, yet under 
another law the result of the crime must 
stand as lawful. 

Other Impartial Provisions. 

‘Section 4 is intended to authorize the 
commission in any investigation to pre- 
scribe the rate which shall be charged for 
the future. This section also confers the 
authority tc establish through routes over 
connecting roads. Both of these provi- 
sions have been recommended by the com- 
eission in its annual reports. Some other 
powers are mentioned in this section 
which only supplement the important 
powers above mentioned. 

“Sections 5 and 6 make the orders of 
the commission effective and provide a 
forfeiture for violation thereof by the 
Carriers. In my opinion this is the only 
effective method of inforcing regulation 
of railway charges. Other bills which 
have been drawn permit the carrier to ap- 
ply to the cricuit court for a review. 
This, it is plain, enables the carrier to 
secure a new trial on the facts in the 
court, resulting necessarily in long de- 
lays and liable, as under the present law, 
to end in defeating the effort of the com- 
mission to apply regulation. I believe that 
when the carriers have had full oppor- 
tunity to present their case to an impar- 
tial body, such as the commission is sup- 
posed to be, they should not have the ex- 
traordinary privilege of an entire new 
trial in court @ither upon an effort to in- 
force the order of the commission under 
the present act or upon application by 
the carrier for a review under other pro- 
posed measures, When the commission 
has made an order the carriers would 
have, under the plan now proposed, a 
constitutional right to apply to any cir- 
cuit court of competent jurisdiction for 
an injunction restraining the taking effect 
or inforcement of such order, and in such 
proceeding any attempted invasion by 
the commission of their constitutional 
rights would be prevented. This plan 
would make the commisSon what it 
properly should be, a purely executive 
body acting under the authority of con- 
gress, The corgmission has not gone so 
far as to recommend this plan In ‘cs an- 
nual reports. It has confined its recom- 
meridation concerning the inforcement of 
its orders to the procedure providing, as 
above indicated, application to the court 
by the carrier for a review of the pro- 
ceedings before the commission. For the 
reasons above stated I do not think the 
review plan sufficient.”

Congress Takes First Step in 
This Direction 


Favorable Report on the Measure Due 
to the Active Work of Repre- 
sentative Tate—Mineral 
Resources To Be De- 
veloped. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, sanuary 2! .—(Special.)— 
Through the active support given the 
measure by Representative Tate, of the 
ninth district, the subcommittee of the 
house committee on mines and mining 
has favorably reported the bill providing 
for government aid to schools of mines 
and mining in the several states of the 
union. This is a bill which has the in- 
dorsment of the agricultural colleges, the 
mining schools and the state universities 
of the country, who have presented their 
views through a committee of prominent 
educators, of whom Professor Harry 
White, of the University of Georgia, is 
one. Under the terms of the bill as it 
vill be reported to the house, one-half the 
amount that goes to Georgia will go to 
the university and one-half to the North 
Georgia colicge, at Dahlonega. 

Mr. Tate has been, perhaps, the most 
prominent and active supporter of this 
c.easure in the last congress and the 
present One. For ten years he has been 
a member of the committee on mines and 
mining, and his long service has placed 
him in a position to be of great value to 
his constituents in lines in which so many 
of them are particularly interested. As 
the oldest member of the committee in 
point of service, he is regarded the most 
influential, his views upon matters coming 
within the committees jurisdiction being 
uniformly sought by his associates, de 
spite the fact that he is a member of the 
roinority, and with regard to this par- 
ticular legislaticn he has tagen the fare- 
most place. It was upon his motion, ae 
& member of the subcommittee, that a 
favorable report to the full committee nas 
been decided wpon. 

Provisions of the Bill. 

The bill is supplementary to the act of 
congress donating public Fands to the sev- 
eral states which have provided colleges 
for the benefit of agricultufe and the 
mechanical arts, as has Georgia, It pre- 
vides that out of the proceeds of the sale 
of public lands there shall be paid for 
the €stablishment and maintenance of 
schools or departments of mines and 
mining in connection with the present 
land grant colleges the sum of $10,000 
for the year ending June 30, 1904; and an 
annual increase of the amount of such 
appropriation thereafter for ten years by 
an additional sum of $1,000 over the pre- 
ceding year, and the annual sum to be 
paid thereafter to each state shall be $20,- 
000. 

This sum is to be expended only for in- 
struction, research and experiment in 
mining, mining machinery, mining en- 
gineering, mine exploitation, metallurgy, 
chemistry, geology, forestry, agricultural 
enginecring and road-making, irrigation 
and irrigation engineering, and the 
branches Of learning pertaining to said 
subjects in order to promote a liberal ana 
practical education therein and to secure 
the most intelligent coriservatism, use and 
develcpment of the mineral resources and 
water supply of the country. 

Distribution of the Appropriation. 

Provision is made for the distribution 
of the appropriation to cover the different 
conditions in the several states, as has 
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detail to the governor of the state, and a 
printed copy of the various reports shall 
be sent to the secretary of the interior 
and the cther similar institutions. 

The bill sets forth in detail the meth- 
od of payment’ which, in general terms, 
accords with the present system under 
which the states receive the appropria- 
tions for the land grant colleges. This 
in no wise cuts against these institutions 
or the appropriations they have been reé- 


‘ceiving, but the appropriation it provides 


is Supplementary to that which they now 
receive for the promotion of agricultural 
and mechanalcal] education. 

Mr. Tate is receiving the thanks of the 
educators who have advocated the meas- 
ure and the congratulations of his col- 
leagues for his success in advancing this 
important measure. He and the other 
members of the committee hope to be 
able to secure early consideration for the 
measure and its passage through the 
heuse. Its success will necessarily, how- 
ever, depend largely, if not entirely, upon 
the attitude of the speaker of the house, 
who is the final autocrat deciding the 
fate of every measure.

CRUSHES MEN 


Details of the Explosion At 
the Cambria Steel 
Plant. 


Johnstown, Pa., January 2!1.—As a re- 
sult of the breaking of a governor belt, 
allowing an immense flywheel to run 
away and burst, in the Cambria Steel 
Company's No. 2 rail mill early today, 


three men are dead, three are fatally 
injured and six are more or less severely 
wounded. 

When Engineer Hishlock, who was 
standing by his engine, felt the jar of 
the immense fiywheel running wild, 
caused by the breaking of the governor 
belt, without pausing to consider his own 
danger, he rushed to the steam valve 
and tried to stop the engine. He was too 
late, however, for the explosion of the 
wheel was almost instantaneous. Flying 
pleces of metal broke steam pipes and 
released the scalding vapor they contained 
and red-hot pieces of metal were hurled 
against wooden wallg and roof, setting 
them on fire. Water pipes were broken, 
flooding the floor to a depth of a couple 
of feet, making escape difficult for the 
injured. Edward Cablesky was struck 
by a piece of steel, while sitting on a 
coal car eating his luncheon. His body 
was badly crushed, but death resulted 
from the scalding steam. 

Louls Szanbovski was found dead 50 
feet away from the scene of the explo- 
sion and Frank Tyak, near the boiler. 
Tyak had been scalded to death and his 
flesh was hanging from his body in 
shreds. The wheel which exploded 
weighed fifty tons, was over 20 feet ‘n 
diameter and the rim was 2 feet square, 
the epokes being 14 inches in diameter.

: Cotton and Prosperity. 


Elspewhere we reproduce from The 
Ghicago Tribune an article by a close 
and intelligent observer of southern 
conditions under high-priced cotton. 
The writer submits many facts and 
figures calculated to show our 
friends at the north that a “boom” of 
the fleecy staple by no meaps re- 
stricts the attendant prosperity to 
the producers themselves and the lo- 
cal communities they support, but 
extends the golden flow freely into 
the various channels of northern 
trade. 

This is an influence of good times 
in the dominion of King Cotton, 
which should be more generally un- 
derstood by some people in the 
northern states who are too disposed 
to growl over the payment of a more 
equitable price for cotton. True, 
many New England mills have limit- 
ed their productive output at the ex- 
pense of their pay rolls because they 
were not able to buy their usual 
quota of raw cotton at lower prices, 
and to a certain extent the result has 
been to depress industrial conditions 
in such manufacturing communities; 
but the textile industry will not be 
long in adjusting itself to the new 
order, and in the end the consumer 
of the manufactured product will pay 
the slightly enhanced price without 
hardship or complaint. 

That the south is and always has 
been a large buyer from thé north is 
a well-krown fact. The fact that the 
south has not been a much larger 
buyer of northern commodities in re- 
cent years is to be accounted for by 
the generally prevalent poverty re- 
sulting from abnormally and illegiti- 
mately low cotton. It is not to 
the interest of a manufacturing and 
commercial community to depress a 
tributary agricultural community, on 
any economic hypothesis. The north, 
in the present inchoate state of south- 
ern industrialism and commercialism, 
at least, is as selfishly interested in 
the southern farmer receiving a good 
price for his field products as is the 
southern farmer in receiving a good 
price. The purchasing power of the 
latter, as a matter of course, is de- 
pendent on the rewards of his hus- 
bandry in the markets, and if favor- 
able markets make it large, the 
tradesmen who supply his increased 
wants profit proportionately. This 
application of the logic of supply and 
demand in trade is axiomatic and 
self-evident. 


Times are unusually prosperous in 
the south, and such measure of pros- 
perity as the north is enjoying is en- 
hanced in a very appreciable degree 
by southern prosperity, as The Chi- 
cago Tribune’s correspondent notes. 
This but exemplifies the interdepend- 
ency of the great geographical sec- 
tions of our common country. What 
harms one harms the other; what 
benefits one benefits all. “The south 
today,” says this correspondent, “in 
consequence of receiving ‘adequate 
prices for the cotton that it grows, is 
furnishing the best market to the 
manufacturers of the north in all 
lines.” Note that, the superlative 
“best,” and likewise note the expres- 
sion, “adequate prices.” Cotton is not 
high. Indeed, it might logically be 
questioned if it is bringing an ade- 
quate price. 

What the writer in question says of 
the remarkable prosperity at present 
blessing the people of the southern 
States is unqualifiedly true. Every- 
body in this section feels it and it is 
everywhere in evidence in an individ- 
ual and community sense. The farm- 
ers and wage-earners of the south are 
prospering; our tradesmen and capi- 
talists are prospering. The tonic at- 
mosphere of optimism and rewarded 
effort is over all. Atlanta, as has 
been pointed out, presents some strik- 
ing evidence in the way of building 
and other statistics. In some re- 
spects making for growth and mate- 
rial development she_ stands unique 
among American cities. 

Various causes and resources have 
contributed to make the south pros- 
perous, but there is no discounting 
the fact that a healthy condition of 
the cotton market is the chief of 
these.

As to Pagans and Perils. 

One of the most amusing phases of 
the current discussion growing out of 
the crisis in the Far East is the 
studied effort of the Russian newspa- 
pers and officials to prejudice the 
world against the Japanese by raising 
a cry of Christianity against Pagan- 
ism. In the dispatches sent out from 
the Russian capitat there is much talk 
of. the beauties of the “Christian civil- 
ization” of Russia, and of the men- 
ace of the yellow peril as it is rep- 
resented by the Japanese with their 
“thin veneer of western civilization.” 

There was a time when such talk 
as this might have had influence upon 
the public sentiment of this country 
and the world, but a better under- 
standing of the Japanese and of the 
Russian has come to the people of this 
country, at least, during recent years. 
The actions of the Cossacks in China, 
the massacres that have occurred in 
Manchuria, and the recent little pleas- 
ant episode at Kishinef have served to 
demonstrate pretty clearly the wis- 
dom of the sage who said: “Scratchaa 
Russian and you find a Tartar.”

Russia may boast of a high civiliza- 
tion, but it has evidently not taken 
very deeply. Judged by any stand. : 
ard of ethics, the Japanese seem to. 
be as superior to the Russians as is 
their constitutional popular govern- 
ment to the autocracy of St. Peters- 
burg. 

As we read the propositions which 
form the bases of the correspondence

The School Book Commission. 

In a statement given out by the gov- 
ernor Wednesday and published in yes- 
terday’s Constitution the work of the 
state school book commission, which 
selected the text-books to be used in 
the common schools of the state, is re- 
viewed frankly, conscientiously and 
without the slightest effort at dissim- 
ulation.or attempt at concealment. 

Governor Terrell, speaking for the 
school book commission, which is com- 
posed of the governor, attorney gen- 
eral, comptroller general, secretary of 
State and state school commissioner, 
reviews minutely and candidly the 
acts of the committee, with special 
reference to the committee action 
upon the Third, Fourth and Fifth Lee 
readers, which part of their work has 
been criticised. 

The report of the commission, pro- 
mulgated by the governor, deals ex- 
haustively and conscientiously with 
that part of the award which has been 
the subject of criticism. He reviews 
the reasons that prompted the selec- 
tions made by the commission and 
shows their further patriotic and 
sound businesslike policy of securing 
the goods wanted, at the lowest pos- 
sible price. He shows that after the 
desired text-books had been singled 
out, a price on them was secured be- 
low the cost of the goods that had 
been passed over by the commission 
as not being best adapted to their 
needs. 

Those composing the book commis 
sion are men of integrity and proven 
ability. It will need more than the 
Suggested probability that improper 
influence was brought to bear to 
arouse in the public mind any ques- 
tion of their absolute honesty and en- 
tire fairness in the work that has just 
been completed at an acknowledged 
saving to the state of practically $300,- 
000 per annum in the cost of school 
books. 

The detailed report of the commis- 
sion is a notably clear and straight- 
forward public docyment, written 
without ‘rhetorical frills or linguistic 
flourishes and presents what, in the 
absence of much stronger testimony 
to the contrary, must appear the 
whole facts in the case.

There is plainly enough a quiet 
movement on foot to rehabilitate the 
drooping and bedraggled fortunes of 
the ship subsidy bill. This is appar- 
ent in the interviews that republican 
Statesmen every now and then find 
it convenient to “submit to,” and no 
less in the edttorial columns of repub- 
lican newspapers that have heretofore 
been rather chary of giving the pro- 
posed gigantic graft a good word. 
These interviews and somewhat ten- 
tative editorials sound so much alike 
that it is dollars to doughnuts they 
were made to order.

lustrious statesman, brilliant and polished 
orators, whose eloquence has swayed and 
electrified vast audiences of his country- 
men and commanded the ear of Iistening 
senates. 

General Gordon unsheathed his sword 
in defense of his beloved southland at 
the very beginning of the war between 
the states, and only returned it to its 
scabbard after the noble Lee had offered 
his in token of surrender to General 
Grant at Appomattox. The fame of Gen- 
eral John B. Gordon will always be held 
dear as a sacred inheritance by his coun- 
try, loved by all who knew him, he sank 
to rest In the midst of his illustrious Ite, 
his name inscribed high upon the scroll 
of fame, and forever enshrined fn the 
hearts of his countrymen; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That in the death of General

For Good Roads. 

Editor Constitution: I wish to address 
through your paper an open letter to 
governor Terrell and the people of Geor- 
gia as follows: 

If there is any one public improvement 
more than another needed in Georgia, and 
especially in north Georgia, it is better 
public roads and highways. To any one 
who has traveled in north Georgia, and 
especially on@ who has lived there and 
has also experienced the blessings of good 
roads, not a particle of argument is need- 
ed to convince him of the great need of 
improvement *in the premises. 

And there is a chance for help and 
improvement. Senator Latimer, of South 
Carolina, has before congress what he 
styles a “good roads bill.’’ It provides 
for the appropriation by the federal gov- 
ernment of $24,000,000 to be used to 
improve the roads in all the states that 
will comply with the conditions to re- 
ceive the benefits. Eight million dollars 
are to be available each year for the 
years 1904, 1905 and 1906. So that the 
provisions of the measure are for !m- 
mediate work. 

To receive the aid thus provided the 
state must pay one-half the cost of the 
improvement. In other words, for every 
dollar that the state is willing to expend 
for good roads, within the Hmits of this 
appropriation, the federal government will 
add another dollar. Surely this is a 
good proposition, and one that the state 
of Georgia ought to be prompt to accept. 

It seems to me that every member of 
congress from Georgia ought to be urged 
to use“his influence energetically to se- 
cure the early passage by congress of 
Senator Latimer’s good roads bill, and 
that the people and proper authorities 
of Georgia should see to it that this 
state embraces to the full this oppor- 
tunity for getting help, and helping our- 
selves to improve our public roads. 

North Carolina has done much to popu- 
larize the summer resorts in that state 
by improving the public roads, especially 
in the summer resort regions. North 
Georgia in all natural conditions of scun- 
ery and climate fs fully ,.the equal of 
Carolina. But in good roads Georgia is 
so fat behind that it Is a serious hin- 
drance to many who would like to spend 
some of the summer months among hei 
beautiful health-giving mountains. 

And again this north Georgia region is 
one of the best fruit, apple, cherry, berry 
and vegetable districts in the country, if 
there were facilities for getting the 
product to market, if grown. But as ‘t 
is the products might about as well be 
in another world, 

Better roads will mean much for all 
parts of the state. But especially in 
north Georgia improvements of this na- 
ture will bring large returns. 

Let there be an active awakening of 
interest and effort in this matter all along 
the line.

CHICAGO TRIBUNE SHOWS 
EFFECT OF 14 CENT COTTON 


Prosperous Planters of South Are Buying More 
Goods==Municipal Improvements on _ Increase. 
Atlanta’s Building Operations. 


HAT does [4-cent cotton mean to 
W the south? 

This question and the various 
answers to it that have been offered by 
the experts in getatistics is one of the 
most interesting that has been brought 
about by the developments In the world’s 
markets for several years. 

Today there can be no question but 
that the south as a whole is by far the 
most prosperous and the most prosperous 
appearing section of the entire. country. 

The problem has been worked out in 
many different ways by many experts. 
The simplest way has been to work on a 
basis of a 10,000,000 bale crop. Granting 
that 6,000,000 bales will have been mar- 
keted by the end of the year, at a price 
averaging |! cents, and that in an ordi- 
nary year of the past the same amount 
of cotton would have been marketed at 
an average price af 6 cents, the south 
has already received an increase of $150,- 
000,000.

This enormous sum wil] be distributed 
among and will benefit hundreds of thou- 
sands of people who are actually tillers 
of the soil, With this sum at their com- 
mand they will be able to lift the accu- 
mulated debts of years, contracted while 
they were struggling along under low 
prices of cotton. The high prices of cot- 
ton last season alone were gufficient to 
put the planter in an almost independent 
position. He had more money at his 
command and was not obliged to go into 
debt at the beginning of the season to 
buy supplies necessary to raise his crop. 
At the present time reports are coming 
in from all portions of the cotton belt 
that the planter has money In the bank 
and is buying more general merchandise 
than he was ever able to purchase be- 
fore. The planter does not balk at paying 
a high price for finished cotton goods. 
According to wholesale dealers in dry 
goods all parts of the south are taking 
highest grades of cotton goods, and ac- 
cording to wholesalers in other lines they 
are also buying freely all the necessities 
of life and even the luxuries. 

An Inviting Market. 

The south today, in consequence of re- 
ceiving adequate prices for the cotton 
that it grows, is furnishing the best méar-

ket to the manufacturers of the north fn 
all lines. Railroads are bringing south im- 
mense quantities of harvesting machinery 
and all manner of tools, implements and 
vehicles. Thus, while the south is receiv- 
ing large sums of money from other parts 
ef the country end the world, it ig also 
paying back immense sums in exchange 
for the things that it needs which it does 
not manufacture Itself. 

Perhaps the best indication of the gen- 
eral prosperity of the south is to be 
found in the unprecedegted number of 
municipal improvements that have been 
made or have been projected within the 
last six months. Every little community 
that fs large enough to call itself a city 
has in some way spent some of the 
money that has come to it in this tide 
of prosperity either ‘n improving its 
streets, building stwers, establishing 
water works, installing lghting plants, 
electric railways, or by putting up muni- 
cipal buildings and business blocks, 

The aggregate bond issues of southern 
municipalities has far exceeded the in- 
creased sum that it “hag received for its 
cotton crop. This is especially true of 
Louisiana, Mississippi and Texas. The 
prosperity of the south tn general] and the 
solid foundation upon which its business 
is being built is aga attested by the 
fact that all municipal bonds find a ready 
sale. In many instances towns and cities 
have not been obliged to go outside of 
their municipal limits to find the money 
with which to build Qhese improvements. 
In large amounts northern capitalists 
have been only too glad to invest, in- 
stead of putting their capital into the old 
lines of securities. 

Atlanta Leaders in Building. 

Atlanta led the nation last year in 
building operations, showing an increase 
over 1902 of 63 per cent. 

There can hardly be any comparison 
drawn between the high prices of cotton 
today and the high prices that ruled soon 
after the war of the rebellion. In those 
days the south was in no position to en- 
joy its prosperity, and again high prices 
were the direct result of obnormally 
short crops. While some planters raised 
cotton and received high prices for it, 
other planters had not recovered from 
the destruction.caused by war and, there- 
fore, did not plant any cotton, The enorm- 
ous sum that the south will receive this 
season from its cotton crop will be well 
distributed and will be put to good use.

gt will be a great relief in many ways 
when the dispute between Japan and 
Russia comes to a definite end. It mat- 
ters not how it fs settled, whether by 
war or amicably, it is desire that there 
should be an end to the ever-recurrent 
question of a possible colWsion which will 
sooner or later draw other or all na- 
tions into it in some way or other, mak- 
ing a kind of Armageddon which will be 
the beginning of the end. For more than 
a vear there has been an acute stage be- 
tween these two powers, foreboding at 
any time, if the rumors could be relied 
on. the early beginning of hostilities, If 
there had not been just enough ground 
for apprehension ‘of actual collision one 
would be inclined to think that the whole 
thing had been the work of shrewd specu- 
lators to manipulate the markets. Aft 
times the danger has been represented as 
imminent, and there would be a slump in 
securities and commodities of a certain 
class, with a corresponding advance in 
other classes. Lats would come news of 
a roseate hue &nd the pendulum would 
swing back, giving the bulls a chance in 
the market. And so it has gone through 
the summer a.nd fall, and the winter finds 
the game kept up with even increasing 
activity, the alleged acuteness of the 
situation growing in intensity and the 
clouds of war being suddenly blown away 
with an alternating recurrence only com- 
parable to the operation af a skillfully 
constructed piece of machinery. To say 
that everybody is getting tired’of it is 
putting it mildly. and while nobody 
wishes to see blood wantonly spilled, 
there is a general sentiment that if the 
world’s peace of mind can be assured by 
a definite termination of this unrest and

New Books in Many Schools. 

The uniform text-book law is being put 
rapidly .into operation. The companies 
which secured the contracts for the hooks, 
in most instances, got them out prompt- 
ly on January |, and the dfstribution of 
the new books over the state has been 
quite general. From information which 
Commissioner W. B. Merritt has in his 
office he is able to state that the new 
echool books are now on sale in eighty 
to one hundred of the !37 counties in 
the state. 

In most counties the school term be- 
gins on January |, so that the exchange 
of old books for new onés are now being 
made right along and the next text-books 
are being put into all of the public schools 
as rapidly as it is possible to do so. School 
children everywhere ransacked their 
neighborhoods for old books in order that 
they might exchange them for new ones, 
thereby getting 50 to 60 per cent off the 
price of the new books. The fact has 
been developed, however, that even old 
school books are remarkably scarce. It 
fs said comparatively few books were 
bought last year and the supply of old 
books to be exchanged for new ones, 
is by no means so large as was expected. 
In about 50 per cent of the cases, there- 
fore, the new books have been or will 
be purchased outright. Commissioner 
Merritt thinks by the first of March it 
will be possible to have the new books 
in every public school In the state that is 
required to use them under the new 


law.

The loss of a finger entitles them to $5 
annually, the loss of both hands or both 
feet Or one of each, or the loss of both 
eyes gives them the maximum amount.

On the two rolls, indigent and disabled

Fulton, it is said, has one pen- 
sioner to about every 110 of population, 
while Banks county, for instance, 
has about one pensioner to every fifty- 
three inhabtants. And there are many 
other counties in the state which have a 
proportion very much like that of Banks, 

Today Commissioner Lindsey will pay 
the widows of Fulton. There are about 
400 of these in the two classes, and the 
scenes around the capitol] this morning 
will no doubt be interesting when the 
relicts of the old soldiers gather to re- 
ceive what the state so cheerfully gives 
them.

Bridge Will Be Constructed_ Jointly 
by Fulton and Cobb Counties. 
County Officials Inspect 
Site &nd Plans Will 
Be Prepared. 


A handsome steel ‘bridge is soon to 
Span the Chattahoochee river at the Ma- 
son and Turner ferry, about 9 miles from 
Atlanta, the structure to be constructed 
jointly by Fulton and Cobb counties. 

Negotiations between the board of coun- 
ty commisioners of Fulton county and 
Judge Awtry, ordinary of Cobb county, 
have been concluded, and the dridge def- 
inifély decided@ upon. The bridge con- 
templated, it is understood, will cost in 
the neighborhood of $10,000 and $12,- 
000. : 

Judge E. B. Rosser, chairman of the 
committee on roads and bridges of the 
ecunty beard; J. R. DeLong, supervising 
architect of the new Paces ferry bridge, 
and Captain Thomas J. Donaldson, super- 
intendent of county public works, visited 
the Mason and Turner ferry on Wednesday 
for the purpose of locating the site of 
the new bridge and ascertaining its di- 
mensions. Architect DeLong will at once 
prepare plans for the structure, and it is 
expected that bids will be advertised for 
within the next few we«ks. 

Fulton county is to share two-thirds 
of the total expense of the new bridge, 
and Cobb county is to bear the other one- 
third. The bridge fs to be cOnstructed 
of steel, with wooden approaches, and will 
be one of the finest of the several county 
bridges. It is expected that the bridge 
‘will be built during the coming summer 
or fall. Work on the Pace's ferry bridge 
will probably begin in the spring. The 
Mason and Turner bridge will be a big 
improvement to that section of both Ful- 
ton and Cobb counties. 


Couch Bros. and J. J. Eagan File 
Bill of Injunction. 

In the Circuit Court of the United States 
yesterday a bill was filed by the Couch 
Bros. & J. J. Eagan Company against 
the Allen Mfg. Company, of Lawrence- 
ville, and C. L. Allen for infringement of 
a patent on horse collars. 

The bill is quite a lengthy one, and 
contains numerous allegations of damage. 
It is alleged that the Plaintiff corporation 
has a patent on three styles of horse col- 
lars, one of which is known as the ‘‘Lank- 
ford” patent, and that the Allen Com- 
pany is infringing the patent of the 
Plaintif€é by making a similar collar, 

In the bill, which was filed by Couch 
Bros, & J. J. Eagan Company, is contain- 
ed a statement ot their intention to pro- 
ceed also against persons, who purchased 
the goods from the Allen Mfg. Company, 
although’ such persons are not named at 
present in the bill. The allegation on this 
subject is as follows: 

“Your Orator further reserves the right 
to file proper and apprepriate proceedings 
against such persons as may, with knowl- 
edge of the infringement of Your Ora- 
tor’s patents, purchase from the Defena- 
ants, and sell the goods of the Defend- 
ants, which infringe upon Your Orator’s 
said patents; and Your Orator reserves 
the right to file proper proceedings 
against such mérchants and dealers in 
horse, collars as under the law shall be 
Hable to Your Orator for damages on 
account of their acts in purchasing said 
goods from the Defendants and putting 
them upon the market. Your Orator is 
informed and believes that divers mer- 
chants in the State of Georgia. and in 
other of the Southern States, have par- 
ticipated in the Defendants’ infringement 
of Your Orator's said patents, and this 
proceeding is filed without prejudice to 
Your Orator’s right to proceed separately 
and individyally against such merchants 
and dealers*¥in horse collars, should it 
elect to do so.’”’ 

The case will come up at the next Rules 
Day in the Federal Court before Judge 
Newman. The Complaint was filed by 
Attérnéys Arnold & Arnold, of Atlanta.

Deputy Sheriff Buchanan, 
county, arrested John Shaw, 
gro, yesterday morning at East Lake on 
the charge of poisoning Sarah Mann at 
Ellenwood in Clayton county. Shaw was 
turned over to Deputy Sheriff R. L. 
Waggoner, of Clayton county, who was 
searching for the alleged murderer. 

Sarah Mann died under suspicious cir- 
cumstances on January !1, and on the 
i8th the coroner held an inquest. The 
verdict of the jury was that the woman 
had been poisoned with a decoction which 
had been given to her by Shaw with 
murderous intent. The woman's hus- 
band, Charlie Mann, and Bob Middle- 
brooks were held as accessories. 

It is Alleged that Charlie Mann wanted 
to put his wife away in order to marry 
another woman, and that he hired Shaw 
to fix up a poisonous dose. Shaw is sald 
to have given the woman a bottle of 
whisky in which he had mixed a poison. 
Shaw left Ellenwood very suddenly and 
went to DeKalb ‘county. The woman 
died nine days after he left. 

Shaw denies his guilt, but Deputy Wag- 
goner says the state has some very dam- 
aging evidence to show that he poisoned 
the woman and was paid money to com- 
mit the crime.

The ultimate aim is the establishment 
of permanent Bible training schools. in 
towns and cities where this cooperation 
can be obtained. 

To magnify the Bible and its teachings 
is the base of this movement. The Key 
note of the work is: “Righteousness 
exalteth a nation, but sin is a reproach 
to any people.’ 

This work has the hearty !indorsement 
of some of the leading men in Geergia 
of both races. Chancellor Walter B. 
Hill, Dr. Theron H. Rice, Hon. J. W. 
Greer, Bishops Gaines and Holsey speak 
in glowing terms of this method of 
reaching the people through their lead- 
ers.

At present Mr. Hurst

During the day he made many inquiries 
about Atlanta, this being his first visit 
here since he passed through as one OI 
Sherman’s followers. é recounted (to 
a party of friends in the hotel loby a 
number of war reminiscences, among 
these being the story of President Davis’ 
capture, which he related as follows: 

“T was one of a detall of 114 men from 
the Fourth Michigan Cavalry, who had 
the honor to capture Mr. Davis,” he 
sald. 

“This detail, under the command of 
Colonel R. H. G. Minty and Lieutenant 
Colonel Pritchard, left Macon going in 
the direction of Abbeville. A Tennessee 
Indian acted as guide. After leaving 
Abbeville no one knew exactly what dl- 
rection Mr. Davis had gone. 

‘At a late hour of the night after leav- 
ing Abbeville we came to a farm house 
and halted. Lieutenant Colonel Pritch- 
ard rode up to the front door of this 
dwelling, and representing himself to be 
a southerner, asked what direction Presl- 
dent Davis and his party had taken, 

“The farmer was rather wary, but the 
information was finally drawn from him 
that Mr. Davis had gone in the direc- 
tion of Irwinville, and we pushed on to 
overtake him. 

“Near the latter place we came sud- 
denly on a camp of soldiers and met with 
a brisk carbine fire, which was soon stop- 
ped as we discovered our assailants to 
be members of a Wisconsin regiment. 
A little further on we came upon the 
object of our search, Mr. Davis, his 
family and body guard, all of whom 
were immediately put under military ar- 
resf. 

“Mrs. Davis asked permission for her 
mofher to go to the creek to bathe and 
this request was granted by Colonel] 
Minty. Very soon a figure. clad in a 
mackintosh and plaid, the face shielde/} 
from view with a shawl, came forth and 
started in the direction of the creck. But 
as it happened the skirt of the mackin- 
tosh caught in some bushes and the 
trousers of a man were seen plainly by 
everyone. The person wearing the mack- 
intosh was then seized. It was Mr. Davis. 

“The statement that Mr. Davis worse 
crinoline or women’s clothing fs untrue.

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THIS OFFICEBOY ATTACKED 


HIS EMPLOYER WITH AN AX 


From a Staff Correspondent. 
London, January 9.—For an office boy 


to attack his employer with an ax is a- 


criminal proceeding uncommon enough to 
satisfy Sherlock Holmes himself, and it 
fis this fact, coupled with the queer cir- 
cumstance surrounding the assault made 
by 16-year-old Tom Schutz upon W. E. 
LAne, a company secretary, in London 
the other day, that hag made the affair 
a topic for conversation the country 
over. 

Perhaps the most extraordinary part of 
the affair, however, is the fact that the 
boy had @bsolutely no reason for 4ni- 
mosity against the man whom he attack- 
ed so savagely. Probably the youth will 
be adjudged demented; in the meantime 
he has delivered himself of a@ tale re- 
garding his assault which is an effort of 
the imagination worthy of the author of 
one of the “penny-dreadfuls’’ which for 
some time have been the young man’s 
principa] literary fare. 

Strangely enough, too, Tom Schutz is 
about the last youth whom one would ex- 
pect to attempt any especially violent 
deed. He always has been a quiet lad, 
and so far as qnown, had no evil associ- 
ates, In fact, the only thing against him 
was his fondness for cheap novels of in- 
tense luridness, one of which generally 
was sticking out of his pocket. 

Schutz, who comes of a respectable 
East End family, entered the service of 
the Electric Light and Traction Com- 
pany of Australia, of which Mr. Lane is 
the secretary, as office boy, two years 
@go, and has given such satisfaction that 
his salary was raised the first of this 
year, On the day when he committed his 
assault the boy reached the office at the 
usua] time, carrying a brown paper par- 
cel which a number of witnesses saw 
him put into his desk. Between ten and 
eleven o’clock several callers came into 
the office and Schutz attended to thelr 
wants. Just before eleven o'clock, ac- 
cording to the clerks in the office. he 
slipped down from the desk at which he 
had been writing and with a letter In his 
hand entered Mr. Lane’s private room 
opening from the outer office. None of 
the witnesses noticed that the boy had 
anvthing besides the letter in his hand. 


In a moment he returned to the outer 
room and walked through it and out of 
the building through the main door. A 
woman employee says she thought she 
heard a cry as Schutz came through the 
office where the other clerks were work- 
ing, but In reply to her inquiry whether 
Mr. Lane had called, Schutz is alleged 
to have said he heard no one. As the boy 
passed out, however, a noise from the 
inner office caused one of the clerks to 
open the door and discover Mr. Lane 
lying’ on the floor near his désk, bleed- 
ing from two gaping wounds ifn his head, 

By the time the police and a surgeon 
reached the office, loss of blood had ren- 
dered the secretary almost unconscious. 
but he was able to whisper the name of 
his assailant and the words “the boy 
must have gone mad.” At the hospital 
Mr, Lane’s injuries while not dangerous, 
were pronounced serious and he suffer- 
ed considerably from shock, The prin- 
cipal] cut was at the back of the head 
extending severa] inches crosswise, while 
the other wound was a ragged out over 
the left eye. 

After the surgeons had (finished their 
dressings the secretary was able to con- 
firm the identity of his aggressor and 
give to the police some details of the 
assault. ‘ 

He was sitting in his desk chair, he

says, when Shultz entered and handed 
him a sealed envelope, which upon open- 
ing the secretary found to contain only 
blank sheets of paper. As Mr. Lane turn- 
ed to look at the boy he alleges Schultz 
drew his right hand feom behind his 
back, raised the ax it contained and 
dealt him a Severe blow on the neck. Mr. 
Lane then tried to rise, whereupon he 
says Schultz threw the ax, which struck 
him just above the left eye. 


Although the police sent out a general 
alarm, nothing was seen of Schultz until 
he gave himself up at one of the district 
police stations the second night after 
the tragedy. Immediately after his arrest 
he sat down and wrote his extraordinary 
statement regarding the affair at the 
office. According to his story Schultz re- 
ceived a letter last September at the 
office announcing that some person in the 
company’s employment was to be killed 
and that he had been chosen to commit 
the crime, Thinking the communication a 
practical joke, he said nothing about it. 
Soon afterwards he was accosted in the 
street by a man who told him to buy an 
ax, which he did without question. One 
day soon afterwards a man whom the 
boy says he believes to be identical with 
the one for whom he bought the ax, met 
him on three occasions in the street, each 
time thrusting into his hand a written 
bill saying: ‘“‘When you are ready to 
fulfil the requirements of the letter you 
had in September, let us know by ad- 
vertising in the personal column of 

a oe 

On the morning of the assault Schultz 
Says he was about to ask Mr. Lane for 
permission to visit an optical hospital, as 
he had done before, for the purpose of 
receiving eye treatment, wheg a man 
came into the office and asked for a 
sheet of paper on which to write a note 
to Mr. Lane. Schultz says he gave the 
visitor paper and an envelope, and when 
the message was ready took it and a 
brown paper parcel, which the man said 
Should go with it into the private office. 


As he handed the secretary the letter 
the boy says he turned just in time to 
see the stranger creep inta the room, and 
before he could take in the situation 
the visitor had gnatched the parcel from 
him, drawn out an ax which it contained 
and struck Mr. Lane in the back of the 
neck. Then he put the weapon into the 
boy’s hands, who, seeing blood upon it, 
threw it aside. He is not sure but it 
strucK Mr. Lane, for he says he remem- 
bers nothing more until he found him- 
self with the stranger near Charing 
Cross, which is more than a mile from 
where the assault took place. The man 
disappeared here after telling the boy 
that he (Schultz) had Killed his master. 

Schultz says he remained in the neigh- 
borhood until he saw an announcement 
of a crime on the contents sheet of an 
evening paper, when, concluding it must 
refer to the one he had witnessed, walked 
to a lodging house in a distant part of 
the city, where he spent the night. The 
following day he went to his home in the 
East End, where he told his parents he 
should give himself up and from there 
went to the police station. 

Schultz could give no description of the 
man whom he claims attacked Mr. Lane 
beyond the statement that he was small, 
of slight build and dark complexion, and 
the character of his statement coupled 
with the certainty Mr. Lane placeg in 
his identification have convinced the po- 
lice that Schultz committed the crime. 

Since his arrest, however, the boy has 
appeared perfectly rational and as in- 
sanity never has appeared in the family, 
the authorities consider the attack of 
temporary mania, if such it was, a most 
unusual manifestation.
